2. Claims 52-77 are allowed. 

Reason for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

4. The closest prior is to O'Neill et al U.S. Patent No. 6,219,653. O'Neill et al teach a 
method for receiving freight information from a client and determining delivery cost for the load 
using freight data and specified container original and destination source. However, O'Neill fail 
to teach optimizing the shipment of merchandise by determining one or more maximum loads of 
transport vehicles and calculating an amount of merchandise for shipment from a first and 
second shippers that reduces costs and that results in shipment of merchandise within the limits 
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of merchandise required to be maintained for a first inventory and within merchandise required 
to be maintained for the second inventory according to an algorithm employed to a first and 
second metrics as recited in independent claim 52.
